NO PLACE FOR MOTORS 

OWING lo the lack of streets or 
bridges suitable for motor traf- 
fic ill JapHn there isjitlle chailCC of 
establishing an automobile industry 
in that country (says a writer in the 
"American Machinist"). He goes 

"The thoroughfares usually have 
no sidcwalkflK compelling pedestrians 
to use the alrcet itself. The drain- 
ase is at the side, in gntiers at least 
a foot deep, and if 9 motor vehicle 
drops a wheel into one of these gut- 
ters it is in difliculty. Then, too, 
many of the streets and roads are 
barely wide enough for two cars to 
pass. Just as an example of the 
difiicuUics of motor traffic, I may 
mention it ride from Tokio to Yoko- 
hama, a distance of only eighteen 
miles. The whole trip was a problem, 
of working one's way through a 
mass of pedestrians, imnktshaB, and 
cooiic-carts, and required two and 
one-half hours."
